Funeral services for Will¬ 
iam Martiand, 61, 2105 West- 
mount Road, Calgary, who 
died Sunday, Sept. 14th, was 
held at Foster’s Garden Chap¬ 
el Wednesday at 1:30 p.m. 
with Rev. E. N. P. Orme, MRE, 
officiating and interment in 
Burnsland Field of Honor. 

Born in England, Mr. Mart 
land came to Coleman in 1923 
and went to Calgary in 1952, 
where he was employed by the 
Civil Service at the Municipal 
Airport. He was a member of 
of Branch No. 1, Canadian Le¬ 
gion, and veteran of the first 
world war. 

While resident of Coleman, 
Mr. Martiand was employd in 
mining, later trucking, and 
was active in Coleman branch 
of the Legion. 

Surviving are his wife, Mag 
gie; one daughter, Mrs. Fred 
Lloyd, and one son, Charles, 
both of Calary; five grandchil¬ 
dren; two sisters in England. 


Among six weekly newspaper 
publishers from across the Domin¬ 
ion who were awarded life mem¬ 
berships in the Canadian Weekly 
Newspapers Association Thursday 
was H. T. Halliwell, editor and 
publisher of The Fort Macleod Ga¬ 
zette. The award is the highest 
the CWNA can confer on any of its 
members. 

Dean of Southern Alberta week¬ 
ly publishers, Mr. Halliwell start¬ 
ed his newspaper career in Lon¬ 
don, England, before the turn of 
the century, as a printer. 

After serving in the Boer War 
in South Africa, Mr. Halliwell re¬ 
turned to London, but the travel 
bug from the dark continent stayed 
with him and in 1903 Mr. Halliwell 
found himself headed for Canada. 

During the first two years in 
this country he worked on the Ox¬ 
bow Herald in southern Saskat¬ 
chewan and in 1905 purchased a 
small weekly in Manor, also in 
southern Saskatchewan. He later 
purchased a weekly at Estevan. 
Sask., and after operating it until 
1925, sold out and purchased The 
Coleman Journal. 

In 1940 Mr. Halliwell took over 
the operation of The MacleOd Ga¬ 
zette. He later sold his interest in 
The Journal and devoted his full 
time to The Gazette. 

Mr. Halliwell served as presi¬ 
dent of the CWNA in 1939, and 
1940 and was also president of 
the Alberta division of the associa- 
Uon. While in Saskatchewan he 
served as president of that prov¬ 
ince’s division. 


A former Coleman resident, 
John Alfred Van Maarion, jr.. of 
New Westminster, B. C., died in 
Vancouver General Hospital on 
Thursday of last week at the age 
of 41. He had been in ill health for 
about two weeks. 

Born in Medicine Hat, he moved 
to Coleman at an early age, and 
received his education at Coleman 
and Lethbridge.

Visiting tourists and resident Al¬ 
bertans are making heavy use of 
the roadside camping and picnic 
spots provided along heavily tra¬ 
velled highways by the Alberta 
Government. The Alberta Travel 
Bureau reports that the number of 
visitors camping out is almost 
twice that of 1957, and the trend 
is still growing in popularity. The 
Bureau estimates that 30 per cent 
of all motorists use the camping 
or picnic facilities. 

The Department of Highways 
has located 43 roadside camp-sites 


throughout the province. Each is 
equipped with a rustic type shelt¬ 
er, cook stove, tables and toilet 
facilities. Fresh water wells are 
provided wherever possible. Some 
spots have proven so popular thal 
a second shelter has had to be 
built. 

By the end of the season, Al¬ 
berta’s provincial parks will have 
52 shelters. 850 picnic tables and 
171 rest benches. The government 
will equip 21 locations this year 
with children's playground equip¬ 
ment. Many communities adjacent 


to overnight camping spots have 
supplied playground equipment to 
encourage use of the province’s 
tourist facilities.
